A few 
years ago it was the fear of bimetallism that gave them a 
nightmare, and if gold production increases-much more 
the nightmare will recur and steps will certainly be set 
afoot to offset the influence of the incieased supply of 
money. 


AMERICA'S MILITARY PREPARATION 


A 


CCORDING to the Philadelphia Ledger plans are on 


foot to increase the military force of this nation. 


.Briefly, they look to the formation of a regular service 
corns of 40,000 trained men, a national reserve of 100,000 
and an organized state lilitia of at least 50,000. It is pro- 
posed to keep the army enlisted to its present strength of 
60,000 men. With these reserves established the new plan 
would allow the president U» call together an 
effective 


fighting force of 250.000 men at very short notice. 


The first provision for this additional reserve is that 


thi< "regular reserve" should consist entirely of honorably 
recharged soldiers of the regular army against whom no 
objection to their le-enlistirent 5= known to extet. Each 
of these men is to receive pay at the rate of $36 per annum. 
Their names and addresses will be filed, and they will be 
required to report to the war department every three' 
months. They can only be called upon by the president. 
This reserve force would increase the regular army to its 
war footing of 100,000 men without impairing it" efficiency 
They would be sv, allowed up in the mass, and being ex- 
regulars, they would be trained for duty the moment they 
Joined thier command. 


The second iHea calls for the establishment of a vol- 


untary "national reserve" of 100,000 men, who also shall 
receive a small annual salary. This scheme contemplates 
that this reserve shall consist of other honorably dis- 
charged soldiers of the regular army; of able-bodied 
American citizens not members of the National guard, 
but who have seen military service either as volunteers 
or in the militia, or at military institutions, and of other 
able-bodied citizens who express a desire to be enrolled 
in the reserves. 


Besides these there would be the regular state militia, 


whose relation to the national government was greatly 
strengthened by congressional action a year or two ago. 
This would put 250,000 men within control of the president 
on the sho^jl possible notice. 


That thl^jps danger in this sort of thing cannot be 


doubted. 
A president could easily abuse his power were 


he impetuous and ill-advised. Moreover, occasions might 
arise when such power might be u°ed to establish a pres- 
ident in a virtual dictatorship. 


This nation has shown that it does not require a big 


standing army, apparent or disguised. Militarism is not a 
wholesome atmosphere to generate. We trust these elab- 
orate plans are still on paper and will never be put into 
'operation.

darvtnfT they smoked the pipe of peace and buried the 
gory battle ax, and when this had been accomplished they 
gathered about their camp fires and broke bread together. 
At the fea^t all \\as harmony, and members of the three 
tribes mingled with no thought of the long, fierce enmity 
just terminated by mutual con=e- t. 
During the present 


week another dance of a similar character will be held In 
California, in which these tribes will be joined by'the 
Digger Indians. 


It would be good to know what had caused these rem- 


nants of onte poweiful tribes, as they stood facing certain 
extinction In the near future, to lay aside all feeling 
of 


enmity and form a treaty of peace and brotherhood. 
The 


death of a nation, whether barbarous or civilized, is not 
a matter to be looked upon with indifference. 
The origin 


and early history of these American Indians must ever 
remain shrouded in mystery. Vnder what sr.ns the an- 
cestors of these few remaining re.linen first saw the light; 
the cau«e of the difference in language, custom and phy- 
f\c;<\ appearance; these things mav never be known. Amid
